en. They were arrested along with 
thousands of labor leaders in all 
parts of the country in a notion- 
wide raid early in 1953.

nomic statement as. the “Spiritual product of Republican 


political and publicity men” is absolutely right. 

The President's statement itself hardly conceals the i in- 
tent of its authors to make it an election campaign. 

The President's statement declared that the recession 
has “come to a halt” and-minimizing the decline as “very 
small,” we were told, was based on the latest government 
statistics on that state of economy. 

‘Two days later, the Department of Commerce made 
public the report on the national income and product for 
the second quarter of 1954. 

The basis for the administration’s upsurge e optimism 
was the claim that for the first-time since the decline be- 
gan, there was a “rise” in income. 
an. amount equal on an annual basis, to less than one 
eighteen-hundredth of national income. 

The New York Times admits the amount is “almost in- 
perceptible from a statistical standpoint.” The figure simply 
means that nearly a year since the decline began, and de- 
‘spite some favorable seasonal factors in the spring quarter 
(agriculture, construction, auto production, resorts, etc.) 
there was still Tio pickup. 

More important is the disclosure that since the first 
quarter of 1953, national income and product declined by 
14 billion dollars—more than a billion a month. It is also 
important to note that most of the decline is accounted for 
by the decline in wage payments. 

The optimism in the President's report is ‘based more 
on political hopes than on economic facts. It should neither 
slow labor's pressure for an anti-depression program or its 
drive to defeat the administration’s supporters at the polls 
in November. _,
